Seals are found in the waters of the North Atlantic, 
as well as the coasts of North America, Mexico, 
and Asia. True seals do not have ears. 


Some camels live in the deserts of Asia and North 
: Africa. Others live in the grasslands of Mongolia. 


The lion is known as the King of Beasts. This 
powerful large cat lives in Africa. 
A group of lions is called a “pride.” 


A veterinarian is a doctor who treats animals. 
This veterinarian is using a large file to 
trim the elephant’s nails. 


Elephants live in Asia and Africa. The Asian 
elephant is a little smaller than the African, but 
both types are the largest land animals. 


A zebra's stripes make it a very familiar animal. 
But you would have fo travel fo Africa 
to see one in its home. 


One of the largest animals, the rhinoceros can 
be found at home in Africa and Asia. 
Adult rhinos have two horns. 


Thanks to its long neck, the giraffe is the tallest 
animal on Earth. It lives in Africa, where 
it eats leaves from treetops. 


Gorillas live in rainforests and mountains in Africa. 
They eat fruits, flowers, plant leaves and 
stems, bamboo, and tree bark. 
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The baboon (top) makes its home in wooded and 
grassy areas in Africa. The orangutan (bottom) lives 
Pr in the trees of Borneo and Sumatra in Indonesia. 


Different types of monkeys (top) are found 
in Africa, Asia, India, and South America. 
Chimpanzees (bottom) are found only in Africa. 


These penguins can't wait to get a meal of fish 
from the zoo worker.

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Penguins live along the coasts and on islands in 
the Southern Hemisphere. These birds are 
great swimmers but cannot fly. 
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Pandas live in the mountains of China. They spend
